REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 4-10 and 13-14 are pending, with claims 1-3 and 1 1-12 having been 

canceled, and claim 13 having been amended. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for his consideration and allowance of claims 4-10 

and 14. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sakurai et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,633,334). This rejection is moot as claims 1 and 2 have 
been canceled. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sakurai 
in view of Guidash et al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,986,297). This rejection is moot as claim 3 has 
been canceled. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sakurai 
in view of Yang. This rejection is moot as claim 1 1 has been canceled. 

Claim 13 has been objected to as being dependent on a canceled dependent claim. 
Claim 13 has been amended to depend from allowed claim 4, and therefore should be patentable.
